Paris, J une 22 (¿P) — A twelfth 
bomb was found in the mails to­ 
day in the sinister campaign of 
terror, 
rev iv ed 
y esterday 
by 
“ The Three J udges of Hell.” 
After sev eral day s of respite 
from bombs police had believ ed 
the criminal they call a madman 
had been scared off. But the re­ 
sumption of deliv eries rev iv ed 
widespread fear throughout Par­ 
is. 
The latest bomb was found in 
the postoffice with mail taken 
from a box in a populous work­ 
ers’ district near the Place Vol­ 
taire. 
Police and postal authorities 
were in a fev er of activ ity , ex ­ 
amining all suspicious bundles. 
Scientists in city laboratories 
studied the bomb sent y esterday 
to a cafe owner but which did 
not ex plode. 
Authorities are conv inced an 
insane person, brooding ov er the 
Stav isky scandal, is responsible 
for the fiendish campaign in 
which sev eral workers hav e been 
injured. 
The first bombs carried notes 
threatening 
President 
Lebrun, 
Premier Doumergue and other 
high officials. They were signed 
“ The Three J udges of Hell.” 
American firms are among those 
who hav e receiv ed the deadly 
packages and one was sent to 
Andre Citroen, “ The Henry Ford 
of France.” 


An interpretation of a recent

It is the 
intent of this ruling to prov ide 
for the production only of pas­

considered as grain. 
In the first paragraph of the 
interpretation of Administrativ e 
Ruling No. 60, appearing in Spe­ 
cial Bulletin No. 23, the 
word 
“ seed" should hav e been insert­ 
ed after the word “ clov er.” 
It 
was omitted as a result of a ty ­ 
pographical error. There is no 
restriction on the harv esting of 
clov er hay from the contracted 
acreage."
